FIRST PRINiER’S DEVIL. 


He Was a Young Negro Slave Em- 
ployed by Aldus Manutius. 
Aldus Manutius, who in 1488 set up 
his office in Venice, has long been fa- 
mous as the first of the publishers of 
the famous Aldine classics, which to- 
day are so highly prized by book col- 
lectors. He was the author of a Latin 
grammar, a Greek dictionary and a 
treatise on the metrical methods of the 
poet Horace and eriginated the form of 
type known by us as Italic and by, 

German printers as “cursive” type. 

He is also said to be responsible for 
the name of “printer’s devil,’ almost 
worldwide in its application to the 
youngest boy in the office. A young 
negro slave employed in his office who 
was so very black and dirty that his 
natural ugliness had become an almost 
fiendish expression became feared and 
known all over Venice as “the little 
black devil,” and Manutius at last real- 
ized that the boy and himself had dan- 
gerously awakened the superstitious 
fears and dislike of the more ignorant 
Venetians. He accordingly formally, 
exhibited him during a whole day on 
the public streets and had the criers 
make this proclamation throughout the 
city: 

“I, ‘Aldus Manutius, printer to the 
holy church and the doge, have this 
day made public exposure of the print- 
er’s devil. All who think he is not 
flesh and blood may come and prick

Some of the Essential Things to Be 
Considered Befcre Making Purchase. 
In an article of advice on separators 

A. W. Rudnick, assistant in dairying

In buying a separator the most es- 
sential points to be considered are: 
(1) The amount of milk to be separat- 
ed, (2) the efficiency of the machine, 
(3) the life or durability of. the ma- 
chine, (4) the ease of cleaning the parts 
coming in contact witb the milk, (5) 
the simple construction of and rigid- 
ness of the gears and pinions, (6) the 
oiling device, (7) the construction of 
cusing or frame. 

The efficiency of the machine {s a 
very essential point. This does not re- 
fer alone as to whether the machine

aration. In order to get the best re- 
sults from your machine wash and 
scald all the parts coming in contact 
with the milk after each separation. 
Most of the standard machines have 
vertical and horizontal gears, with 
each end of the pinion in a bearing, 
thus reducing the chance of the gears 
moving out of place to a minimum, and 
this kind of gearing will run for years 


without any repair or adjustment if 
| the machine can be easily oiled. The 


oil and dirt sheuld be wiped off occa- 
sionally and the bearings flushed with 
coal oil, The oiling of a separator 
should be as automatic as possible. 
The splash system that is used on some 
of the separators makes the oiling au- 
tomatic, requiring attention about once 
a week, and with an oll cup for the 
neck bearing we have the danger of 
the bot bearing reduced to a minimum. 
Although a series of ofl cups with the 
snap lever proves very satisfactory, 
oll must be furnished the neck bearing 
either by means of a cup or a heavy 
oll pad, because the bow! travels at a 
tremendous speed and needs a constant 
bath of oil to prevent heating. The 
lower bearing of the spindle must also 
be so arranged as to be oiled constant- 
ly while the machine is in use. The 
other bearings must be provided for in 
some way or otber and, as previously 
stated, as nearly automatic as possible. 

While the construction of tbe casing 
or frame of the macbine may look like 
a secondary problem, it really is very 
essential for two reasons: First, does 
it protect the operator from getting 
caught in the gears and chains? Sec- 
ond, is it so arranged that you can 
get at the gears and bearings easily to 
clean them occasionally and take out 
the old oil or, in case of overflow, milk?

Acute indigestion, therefore, is a con- 
dition in which the digestive organs, 
because they are either naturally weak 
or are worn out, overworked or tempo- 
rarily abused, fail to perform their 
functions and the whole system is 
thrown “out of gear.” This may be 
due primarily and directly to overeat- 
ing or to eating improper food, to gorg- 
ing the stomach with inadequately 
masticated food, to retarding its nor- 
mal-action with too much liquid or to 
other local influences. 

In cases of acute indigestion or dys- 
pepsia there generally is intense pain, 
often followed by sickness and vomit- 
ing of the surplus or offensive mifitter 
by which the stomach seeks to correct 
the effects of abuse and regain a nor: 
mal condition. But it does not always 
succeed. Other measures of relief also 
fail, the machinery breaks down, and 
death ensues. 

The main difference between chronic 
dyspepsia and acute indigestion is that 
one is slow death and the other quick. 
The moral as to dietetic habits, eating 
and drinking, is too obvious to need 
pointing out.—Indianapolis News.

The alleged supremacy of the Im- 
perial Parliament, Mr. Balfour de- 
clared yesterday in the House in con- 
demning home rule, was about equi- 
valent to the ancient claims of British 
sovereigns to be kings of France. 

Mr. Balfour said that he did not 
believe that any sane English or Scot. 
tish members would support the in- 
sane proposals which divided the sug- 
gested federal system by customs bar- 
riers. If Ireland, he said, could use 
the customs to differentiate against 
foreign nations, the Government 
would find itself involved in appalling 
difficulties concerning the ‘‘most fav- 
ored nation clause.” 

Mr. Balfour declared that, while 
other nations, including Germany and 
the United States and the British 
colonies, felt that if they were to hold 
their places in the world it must be 
by integration. Great Britain was to 
undergo a process of disintegration 
though the proposed lopsided feder- 
ation.

Next in financial import- 
ance come Benjamin Guggenheim, 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt and George D. 
Widener. Guggenheim represents Am- 
erican Smelting Securities Co., a 
great mining corporation. He is a 
member of -a number of corporations. 

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt has nev- 
er taken an active part in business 
affairs of the Vanderbilt family, hav- 
ing left that to his brother, Cornelius. 
Alfred is a member of numerous cor- 
porations, and his fortune is estimat- 
ed at $75,000,000. 

George D. Widener is connected 
with the Traction Syndicate of Phila- 
delphia. His fortune is estimated at 
$50,000,000. 

Col. Washington Roebling, builder 
of the Brooklyn Bridge, and director 
of John A. Roebling Sons Co. His 
fortune amounts to $25,000,000. 

Bruce Ismay is probably worth $50,- 
000,000. If the fortunes of all the 
first-class passengers were placed to- 
gether they would make easily one 
billion dollars.
